Kenesberg, Feb. 13—[Special Cable- 


gram].—Constant h'ghting has been go- 
ing on here since Friday. 
Both sides 


have scored, but the Boers today have 
the best of it. 


Friday they occupied Bactard's Nek 


to tne west and mounted a gun there. 
Later they seized Hobkirk's farm to the 
south and drove in the British on the 
outposts. 


Sunday the British artillery got a 


range on Bastard's Nek and Hobkirk's 
farm, and forced the Boers to evacuate 
f boss positions. Part of the Austra- 
lians and the Tasmanians then reoecu 
pied them. 


Early Monday morning, however, the 


Boers returned unexpectedly to .the at- 
tack, and by a flank movement forced 
the British outposts to retire to Maeder's 
farm. 


The Boers then occupied Bastard's 


Nek -and Hobkirk's farm, which thev 
now hold. 


The British have been obliged to 


evacuate S.lingerfpnteiu as the Boers are 
threatening their flank.

judges and attorneys of the state who 
have died recently, Judge John K. Ben 
cnett of Jnnesville, Judge James A. Mai- 
lory of Milwaukee, ex-Atty. Gen. Win- 
field Smith of Milwaukee, and ex-United 
States Attorney Samuel A. Harper of 
Madison

.presented a short memorial for Judge 
Bennett and Chief Justice J. B. Casso- 
day who had known him well for forty 
years, said in part:

more of them than he did. He was 
strong, incisive and awkward rather than 
brilliant, incisive and ornate. 
That very 


able lawyer and brilliant advocate, the 
late Senator Carpenter, when on the de- 
fense, repeatedly submitted hie cause to 
the jury, upon the plaintiff's opening, 
rather than take the chances of a closing 
argument from Mr. Bennett. 
He had a 


remarkable memory and waa a very ex- 
tensive ratfder and enjoyed detailing

derfully forgiving and magnanimous.

Chicago, 
Feb. 13.—The 
National 


Anti-Trust league conference opened in 
Central Music hall Monday for a three 
days' session. The attendance of del- 
egates was not so large as promised, 
but numerically was 
three 
times 


stronger than the big conference of 
last September. The out-of-town rep- 
resentation was exceptionally large. 
predominating over the Chicago dele- 
gates, who were in the majority at the 
former gathering. More than 300 dele- 
gates registered, farmers and trade 
unionists leading. There "are some no- 
table men in the convention, but no 
politicians of note, and few legislators, 


The personnel of the conference is 


largely of the radical element, and the 
addresses so far delivered were neither 
temporizing nor indifferent. The de- 
mands of the speakers were not so 
much for a curtailment of the power 
of trusts and combines, but for their 
•destruction and confiscation. The rem- 
edies were socialistic, not corrective. 
Scoffs and derisions greeted the few 
•references to Mr. Bryan's suggestion 
of "license," Mr. Cockran's "publicity," 
.and Prof. Handley's "social ostracism." 


Public ownership of natural utilities 


•was the sentiment cheered most vig- 
orously. 
The single tax element is 


well represented, and the method of 
Henry George was extolled as a curb 
on the. monopolist. 


Speecrt-AXaklna; Is Began* 


Mr. Lockwood's address was a se- 


vere arraignment of the trust, and 
struck a responsive chord. His declar- 
ation in favor of government control 
of the railroads' evoked cheers of ap- 
proval. When he declared in favor of 
nbnpartisan 
organization 
some one 


shouted 
"Bryan, 
but

aroused no enthusiasm.

Mayor Harrison's appearance to de- 


liver the address of welcome was the 
occasion for a flattering demonstration. 
The mayor denounced trusts, and said 
that stocks had been watered to "the

States senate he termed "a convention 
of owners and representatives of the 
trusts." 
/ 


William Prentiss of Chicago, tempo- 


rary chairman, inveighed against the 
trusts and the newspapers. 


The 
work of organization 
was 


smoother than in most bodies of a 
general character, and little friction or 
disposition to make speeches was 
manifested. After the committees were 
appointed Capt. William P. Black read 
the first paper in suggesting the ini- 
tiative and referendum as the cure of 
the evil. 


IiM Opflas Afternoon Meeting. 


The afternoon session was a notable 


one. and continued until 6:15 o'clock. 
Gov. 
Lee of South Dakota led in the 


addresses. His apology for mentioning 
socialism was: "The trust is socialism 
•for the few instead of the many," and 
he declared "socialism must succeed 
capitalism in the order of progress." 


Not more than 1,000 persons .were in 


the hall for the evening meeting, but 
what is lackecj in numbers the audi- 
ence made up in enthusiasm, and the 
speaking was marked .by no dull mo- 
ments. 


Congressman Sulzer made an earnest 


plea for the enforcement of the Sher- 
man act and Bolton Hall, opposing so- 
cialism, said the remedy lay in re- 
straining all specialized privileges. 


J. R. Sovereign exhibited a vast im- 


provement over his speaking when he 
blossomed as a labor orator some years 
ago. He caused the strongest enthusi- 
asm of the day by asserting that he 
would rather see the flag floating over 
forty-four states than over a single 
Philippine island.

The financial bill 
was taken up, and .Mr. Blkins (rep., 
Va.) addressed the senate in support 
of it, claiming that, If it became a law, 
i<t -would strengthen the public credit 
a,t home and abroad, while it would not 
prejudice or impair the cause of bi- 
metallism. Volcott (rep.. Colo.) said: 
"•It is estimated that within the next 
few months at least $200,000,000 of ad- 
di'fcional national-bank circulati'om will 
follow the passage of the bill. There 
is no department of human industry 
today In the United States, and in the 
rest of the world as well, that is not 
suffering because of an insufficient vol- 
ume of money, and which would not 
be benefited by a legitimate Snlarge- 
ment of the currency. Under our ex- 
isting gold standard there seems to b« 
no other available method of giving 
us this greatly needed increase than 
the one favored by this bill."

ler (pop., N. C.). His contention was 
for an amount of money to meet the 
needs Qt the country; tti^j. it should 
be regulated by congress, and* not de- 
pend upon chance.

monds. The country would prosper if 
songress made the money, increasing 
its volume every year in proportion to 
ihe Increase of population and tnisi- 
HB8S.
